Last week’s headlines said President Nixon was worth 
SI million, half of which came from an income tax de¬ 
duction for donating his private V.P. papers to the public 
under a law enacted by Democrats and signed by a Demo 
cractic President. This law benefited Truman, Eisenhower, 
Kennedy and Johnson. 

In 1971, after Mr. Nixon became President, Democrats 
still in control of the House and Senate repealed that law 
and now claim Nixon’s deduction was too late. The Presi¬ 
dent’s tax experts say no. 

Former President Johnson’s wealth exceeded $17 mil¬ 
lion, all accumulated while Johnson was on the public pay¬ 
roll. Nixon's wealth was mostly from private law practice. 

Johnson's wealth, although 17 times bigger than 
Nixon’s never rated as news but Nixon’s brought on a 
tornado of press and political denunciation. Imagine what 
it would have been if Nixon’s wealth equalled Johnson’s. 

Because Howard Hughes gave the Nixon campaign 
committee $100,000 through Bebee Reboso, which money 
was later returned to Hughes, a press hurricane of con¬ 
demnation filled the air. 

But when a former Hughes executive swore under 
oath, he personally gave Hubert Humphrey, (not any com¬ 
mittee) $50,000 Hughes cash, at night, in a car, in a parking 
lot, none of which was ever returned, the press did not 
object, no Congresman or Senator opened his big mouth. 
No Grand Jury was called, and the Watergate committee 
took the 5th. Humphrey denied getting the 50 grand and 
that was that No questions. 

Now the Russians know: Columnist Jack Anderson 
wrote, and most media printed and broadcast we had tape 
recorded (bugged) secret Russian conversations of plans 
against the United States. Of course Anderson was merely- 
trying to prove to the Russians how wonderful a free press 
it. I called the ACLU on this and was defenitely assured 
it was not treason. I’d check with Ramsey Clark except 
it’s a toll call. 

ITEM Picketing teachers in the Compton School 
strike warn students not to go to classes because if they 
do they will not get passing grades at year’s end.

Marine- 
land curator, estimates that 
the animals were 35 feet in 
length with flukes about 8 
feet across.

The California p,u b 1 i c 
Utilities Commission has 
granted Southern California 
Gas Company authority to 
support an exploration and 
development project for na¬ 
tural gas. 

The increase will add 0.1 
cents a month to bills for 
the typical residential usage 
of 100 therms 

The proje't to be support¬ 
ed is a program of Gulf Oil 
Limited in the Mackenzie 
Rive- Delta of Northwest 
Canada. 

The PUC said the project 
is “a critical part of the 
overall program of develop¬ 
ing sufficient gas reserves to 
meet the long-rang gas sup¬ 
ply needs of the Southern 
California market.” 

SoCal Gas serves about 
3,200,000 customers. 

The increase became effec¬ 
tive December 18.

“Herod the Great" i.s to tv 
the sermon theme at Siem 
Madre Congr e g a t i o n a : 
Church this Sunday at 10:3C 
a.m. 

The pastor, P.ev. Rioharc] 
J. Anderson, in remarks on 
his topic says, “The last days 
of the old year are always 
a time for reviewing events 
of the year. Once again look¬ 
ing back a most striking im¬ 
pression i.s that of the clear 
contrasts between good and 
evil. Looking back over 12 
months of news, we see ac¬ 
counts of violence and Cor¬ 
ruption, mass crime, brutal 
injustice, and right along 
with all of that, stories of 
.unselfishness, life - sav i n g 
new surgery, efforts to feed 
the starving ir, distant coun¬ 
tries, heroic rescues and 
selfless devotion to others. 

“The New Testament ac¬ 
count of the massacre of the 
Innocence of Herod the Great 
is a record in which wc sec 
Ihe same kind of stark con¬ 
trast. Christmas in all its 
loveliness and simplicity 
wa s invaded by the brutality 
of an insanely jealous ty¬ 
rant at the very moment 
when God .seemed to have 
come most near to us. The 
evil of man was very clear¬ 
ly expressed in the slaughter 
of the boy babies of Bethle¬ 
hem. 

‘‘How do we respond tc 
things like this? What do 
we say about the so called, 
“problem of evil”? It has 
never been the habit of flic 
Christian Chiurch to try to 
pretend that evil does not 
exist. In fact the Bible is a 
running account of evil. The 
sin of man is found on every 
page and involved in every 
story in both the Old and 
New Testament. As we study 
the life of iHerod so called 
Ihe Great, we can see in his 
life the same kinds of mo¬ 
tives that we wrestle with 
today.” 

In concluding his remarks, 
Rev. Anderson says, “It is 
human nature to put Herod 
in a Category all by him¬ 
self and separate him from 
ihe rest of humanity, and 
yet as we look at a man 
iike this with a magnifying 
glass of meditation, we can 
find that there isn’t such a 
stale contrast between his 
nature and ours. The more 
readily we admit this, the 
more forcibly it comes home 
to ,us that we need a Sav¬ 
ior from sin ”

In the past the 9th grade- 
question has proven a con¬ 
troversial one and' Marches- 
chi admits it will be this 
t ivne. 

A questionnaire circulated 
by the previous board indi¬ 
cated that the majority of 
the parents, students and 
teachers in the district 
favored 9tii graders being in¬ 
cluded n nign school pro¬ 
grams. 

in June, members elect 
Henry Myers, Lyman New¬ 
ton and Richard Vettorli sa ! u 
they were determined to 
have 9th graders in the jun¬ 
ior high level regardless of 
the survey results. 

In July the throe new 
members followed through 
with the plan after qpposi- 
t ion votes were cast hv Mar¬ 
eheschi and Samuel Sheats 
calling for the move of the 
firh grade students. Those 
students are currently part 
of the high school program. 

The m.ne was < imm-pr 1 by 
Superintendent Ramon Cor- 
tines on financial grounds. 
The move would take too 
many ystudents away from 
the high school campuses, 
leaving the schools opera¬ 
ting below capacity, Ccrti.ne.s 
claimed 

The district would still 
budget to operate the cam¬ 
puses but really the number 
of students wouldn't justify 
the expenditures, be ex¬ 
plained.

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Supervisor Ward Presents 
Views On Campaign Funds 

Supervisor Baxter Ward for assisting anyone in th< 
expressed his belief that 
campaign costs should not 
bo paid by the public until 
other remedies or controls 
are tried first. 

Ward presented his views 
on campaign financing at a 
Los Angeles meeting of the 
Assembly Commi 11 e e on 
Elections and Reapportion¬ 
ment. 

He said that limitations 
should be applied to both 
contributions a.nd spending 
tolals for all races in Cali¬ 
fornia. He acknowledged 
that there should be a sharp 
difference between local and 
statewide campaigns. 

For example, Ward sug¬ 
gested a limitation on con¬ 
tributions of $100 per indivi¬ 
dual source for local or 
county elections, while rais¬ 
ing thi s to $200 for sources 
contributing to statew i d e 
campaigns such a.s Control¬ 
ler, Secretary of State, etc. 

He also felt that there 
should be a ceiling o;n cam¬ 
paign expenditures — for 
County Supervisor per indi¬ 
vidual candidate, while a 
countvwide race should have 
a limitation of $300,000 per 
candidate. 

Ward also favored giving 
a differential to non-office 
holders running against in¬ 
cumbents and stated that 
the differential should be 
between 20 per cent and 25 
per cent in favor of the new 
candidate. 

Ward also expressed con¬ 
cern about the role of var¬ 
ious organizations dealing 
with government which also 
make contributions to cam¬ 
paigns, and proposed a limi¬ 
tation or Cessation of that 
practice. 

In an exchange with the 
Assemblymen present for the 
hearing, Ward questioned 
the value of proposed public 
subsidies for general elec¬ 
tion campaigns only. He said 
candidates really need help 
1o correst their unknown 
status i.n the primary elec¬ 
tions. So far, the committee 
lias not developed any plan 


Supervisor }\ ctrd 
Concerned Over 
Education Funds 

Supervisor Baxter Ward 
expressed concern that new 
welfare regulation revisions 
may deprive hundreds of 
handicapped children i.n Lo. 
Angeles County from recei¬ 
ving the education they 
need to overcome their dis¬ 
abilities. 

Waid successfully per¬ 
suaded the Board of Super¬ 
visors to write Governor 
Iloagan and other state offi¬ 
cials urging their review of 
the educational needs of 
handicapped children and 
asking that they insure ade¬ 
quate state funding for these 
programs. 

In a statement to the 
Board, Waid said: “By state 
law, the Department of Edu¬ 
cation is responsible for the 
education of minor handi¬ 
capped children. If a handi¬ 
capped child can not be 
served in a public school, 
the Department of Education 
wall authorize special funds 
(Sedgewick Funds) so the 
child can attend a private 
school for the handicapped. 
These funds are frequently 
not suft icent to cover tui¬ 
tion costs in private schools. 
Aided recipients have relied 
on the welfare department 
to supplement this educa¬ 
tional program.”

Large Savings Possible 


County Supervisors Study 
Self-Insuring Possibilities 

A program that could save County taxpayers up to 
$8 million a year in insurance premiums, and possibly see 


it embarked upon a nearly 
was launched at the direc¬ 
tion of Supervisor Pete 
Schabarum. 

The first step in the pro¬ 
gram that could ultimately 
affect 27 different County in¬ 
surance categories was taken 
when the First District Sup¬ 
ervisor proposed a new me¬ 
thod of purchasing auto lia¬ 
bility insurance which would 
approach self-insurance. 

Instead of paying out 
$850,000 in premiums each 
year for so-called “first-dol- 
lar” liability claims, the 
program proposed by Scha¬ 
barum provides for only 
$250,000 annual premiums 
with a $100,000 deductible 
provision. 

In essence, said Schaba¬ 
rum, the new policy consti¬ 
tutes self-insurance by the 
County a.nd could provide a 
savings of up to half a mil¬ 
lion dollars the first year in 
effect. The actual cost, lie* 
said, will depend upon the 
number of accidents and 
liability claims filed against 
tire county. 

Currently, Schabarum said, 
the County pays out about 
$32 million a year just in 
insurance premiums, includ¬ 
ing workmen’s compensa¬ 
tion and employee insurance 
benefits. 

“The workmen’s compen¬ 
sation category,” he said, "is 
already self-insuring and it 
doesn't appear that i h e 
group health policies will be 
affected immediately.” 

However, he said, there 
are huge savings possible in 
the categories of auto liabi¬ 
lity, medical malpractice 
and general public liability. 

“Insurance consul tants 
estimated more than three 
years ago that a properly 
managed insurance program 
could effect savings in the 
magnitude of $2 million to 
$3 million annually,” Scha¬ 
barum said. 

“Research by my staff into 
this area indicates that the 
savings could go even high¬ 
er, as much as $8 million a 
year, if properly implement¬ 
ed,” he said. 

To augment work done by 
his staff, Schabarum won 
Board approval on his spe¬ 
cial motion to an Insurance 
Advisory Committee to serve 


total self-insurance program, 


for 18 months with the 
“single goal of reviewing, 
analyzing and recommend¬ 
ing new and different ap¬ 
proaches to the County in¬ 
surance needs.” 

In the meantime, Schaba¬ 
rum said, the County is fol¬ 
lowing through on his sug¬ 
gestion to hire r risk man¬ 
ager to handle tho insurance 
program on a full - time 
basis. 

“Until such, time as that 
tisk manager is selected, 
however,” Schabarum said, 
“I fee] the Board should 
make use of the considerable 
expertise available within 
the insurance industry 

"This advisory committee,” 
lie said, “would serve as an 
independent re v iewin .g 
source which tire County 
would not ordinarily have 
available to it.” 

Supervisor Sell a b a r u m, 
calling for appointments to 
Iho committee no later than 
December 24, said the com¬ 
mittee should also assist the 
Chief Administrative Officer 
"in fromulating insurance 
specifications, reviewing in¬ 
surance bids and suggest - 
ing alternative methods by 
which the County may pro¬ 
tect itself in the event of 
loss.” 

The committee would be 
comprised of five members 
appointed by the Board, re¬ 
presenting specifically man¬ 
agement, agents and brokers 
in the insurance industry a.s 
well as corporate insurance 
buyers and risk managers.
